Sunday , July 11, 19 43 
Dear Mr. Pope: 
Just time for a few lines. 
Just 
want y ou to know that the paper is 
coming in, though a little 
late 
at 
times. 
Under 
the 
circumstances, 
however, we can expect that. I sure 
enjoy it, much more than y ou could 
know. Will be a little afraid to come 
back to see ole Hamlin. Won’t know 
many people, I’m afraid. 
However, 
my best friends are there and it’s 
one of the first places I intend 
to 
see. If I should start try ing to trade 
tobacco for eggs, just bear with me. 
That is one of the past times here. 
Am afraid I’m not so full of news 
this time, Sir. Or what there is, is 
not being told, this season. 
I will say that I’ve just experienc­ 
ed the hottest day of my life. 
If 
y ou’ve ever heard 
of 
the 
Sorocco 
Winds, then y ou can understand why . 
I’ve seen it and I sincerely hope, for 
the last time. I was told by a native 
from Malta that it was close to 150 
degrees. We saw it almost th at 
at 
Muroc, Calif., but somehow it didn’t 
seem nearly so bad. 
I was fortunate in getting to one 
of the large cities here for 2 day s. 
The cafes were all full and we were 
starving. We had the very good for­ 
tune of being invited 
to a 
private 
home for dinner. We drank ice w ater 
till we were ashamed of ourselves but 
they were eager to please us. Before 
dinner we had a small glass of wine 
and they toasted us, we them and 
then we drank to a quick victory . 
Don’t ask me how we talk with them. 
It’s just one of those my steries. But, 
surprisingly , we do very well. 
The 
gentleman owned a departm ent store, 
was the father of three small 
and 
very cute kids. Then two of the fel­ 
lows that worked for him were there 
and several of the neighbors 
drop- 
jed in. The dinner 
was 
delicious. 
Fish, potatoes, a kind of bean and 
the best iced fruit salad I’ve ever 
tasted. Then there was cold 
slough, 
roast beef and 
cantaloupe 
(cold). 
Wine was 
served 
with 
the 
meal. 
Apertieth was the name, I believe. 
All this was in about six courses. I 
almost died that night. A fter 
the 
meal, M. Ottal, the host, brought out 
his private drink. He insisted it was 
one of the few left since the Ger­ 
mans left. Was a good cognac, 
I 
guess. Was rather strong. They 
in­ 
sisted that we visit them again, any 
time. They are all keen on America, 
and if all do visit it, after the war, 
the States will be rather crowded.

Dear Mr. Pope: 
Ju st time for a few lines. 
Ju st 
w ant you to know that the paper is. 
coming in, though a little 
late 
at 
times. 
Under 
the 
circumstances, 
however, we can expect that. I sure 
enjoy it, much more than you could 
know. Will be a little afraid to come 
back to see ole Hamlin. W on’t know 
many people, I’m afraid. 
However, 
my best friends are there and it’s 
one of the first places I intend 
to 
see. If I should sta rt trying to trade 
tobacco for eggs, just bear with me. 
That is one of the past times here. 
Am afraid I’m not so full of news 
this time, Sir. Or what there is, is 
not being told, this season. 


I will say that I ’ve just experienc­ 
ed the hottest day of my life. 
If 
you’ve ever heard 
of 
the 
Sorocco 
Winds, then you can understand why. 
I’ve seen it and I sincerely hope, for 
the last time. I was told by a native 
from Malta that it was close to 150 
degrees. We saw it almost th at 
a t 
Muroc, Calif., but somehow it didn’t 
seem nearly so bad. 
I was fortunate in getting to one 
of the large cities here for 2 days. 
The cafes were all full and we were 
starving. We had the very good fo r­ 
tune of being invited 
to a 
private 
home for dinner. We drank ice w ater 
till we were ashamed of ourselves but 
they were eager to please us. Before 
dinner we had a small glass of wine 
and they toasted us, we them and 
then we drank to a quick victory. 
Don’t ask me how we talk with them. 
I t’s ju st one of those mysteries. But, 
surprisingly, we do very well. 
The 
gentleman owned a departm ent store, 
was the father of three small 
and 
very cute kids. Then two of the fel­ 
lows that worked for him were there 
and several of the neighbors 
drop- 
jed in. The dinner 
was 
delicious. 
Fish, potatoes, a kind of bean and 
the best iced fru it salad I’ve ever 
tasted. Then there was cold 
slough, 
roast beef and 
cantaloupe 
(cold). 
Wine was 
served 
with 
the 
meal. 
Apertieth was the name, I believe. 
All this was in about six courses. I 
almost died that night. A fter 
the 
meal, M. Ottal, the host, brought out 
his private drink. He insisted it was 
one of the few left since the Ger­ 
mans left. Was a good cognac, 
I 
guess. Was ra th e r strong. They 
in­ 
sisted that we visit them again, any 
time. They are all keen on America, 
and if all do visit it, after the war, 
the States will be rather crowded. 
Since I last wrote you, we have 
had a couple of show units. One was 
all Air Corps boys, former profess­ 
ional entertainers, and 
very 
good. 
The other was English and only fair. 
Have seen two picture shows, 
both 
quite old, but we enjoy anything. 
We have a day room now. Radio, 
card table, magazines and some few 
games. Sure helps a lot. 
Well, Mr. Pope, guess will

When I get to Europe 
will drop you another letter. Take 
care of yourself.
